OPNAVINST 11101.21 directs all military personnel 
to report through the Housing Referral Office prior to 
negotiating any agreement for community housing.  This service 
was established to assist you, on an individual basis, in 
locating suitable non-discriminatory housing within a reasonable 
price range and to advise you in advance of those places where 
occupancy by military personnel is not authorized or recommended.

     LOCAL RENTAL AND LEASE POLICIES  
 
     Rental policies in the Pascagoula area are similar to those 
elsewhere in the United States.  A security deposit of 
approximately one month's rent is required before move-in or at 
the time a contract is signed.  Some landlords require the first 
and last month's rent in advance, in which case the security 
deposit is either decreased or not required.  Additional deposits 
for pets could also be added.  All rents are due at the beginning 
of the rental period and late fees should be stipulated in the 
contract.  If the landlord desires a lease for a fixed time 
period, a military clause should be in the contract to release 
the service member in case of military orders.  Ensure that any  
discrepancies with the unit are noted prior to move-in to avoid 
damage charges when you move out.

     The NMCRS is totally supported by you and your shipmates.  
It is available to help you with emergencies which may include 
emergency leave expenses, your share of medical costs, funeral 
expenses, food, heat, shelter, necessary dental care, and other 
unexpected situations.  NMCRS can also help when pay records or 
allotment checks are lost or not available.

     RED CROSS 
 
     The Red Cross renders various types of assistance to 
military personnel and their families at installations and 
hospitals throughout the United States and overseas.  They assist 
with emergency leave by providing a report, upon request, to Navy 
officials regarding serious illness, death, or other urgent 
situations involving the immediate family.  They verify, to the 
Commanding Officer, the necessity of the individual's presence at 
home.  Verification is normally required before emergency leave 
can be granted. 
 
     The Red Cross is authorized to use the quickest means of 
communication to send and receive emergency messages.  Messages 
may concern notice of birth, death, serious illness, critical 
family problems, or similar urgent information.  The Red Cross 
can also provide financial assistance for basic maintenance when 
allotments are delayed or other emergencies arise.  They provide 
services to patients in military hospitals and assist with

GULF COAST AREA INFORMATION 
 
 
     PASCAGOULA HISTORY 
 
     The French Naval Officer, Pierre Lemoyne D'Iberville, 
arrived in Pascagoula in the summer of 1699 and was cordially 
received by the Pascagoula Indians and a small tribe of Moss 
Point Indians, known as the Mohocti.  The Pascagoula Tribe 
consisted of thirty warriors, Indians and Creoles, including the 
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descendants of a small band of French Canadians who arrived in 
1634. 
 
     In 1718, the lands of Pascagoula Bay were conceded to Madame 
Chaumont, a French woman of fortune.  The same year Joseph Simon 
de La Pointe built a home on Krebs Lake which is known today as 
the Old Spanish Fort.  It is the oldest building now standing in 
Mississippi.  In the cemetery which adjoins this building are the 
graves of early settlers whose tombstones are inscribed in French 
and dated as early as 1732.  Pascagoula was part of a French 
province from early 1699 to 1763. Owned by the English from 1763 
to 1781, and the Spanish from 1781 to 1798. It finally, became a 
part of the United States on June 7, 1798.  Pascagoula was 
incorporated as a village in 1892.  In 1904, Pascagoula and 
Scranton, a village which had sprung up around the Railroad 
Station, were combined and incorporated as the City of 
Pascagoula. 
 
     The name "Pascagoula" comes from the Indian word meaning 
"bread eaters" because the Pascagoula tribe, unlike many others, 
raised corn, ground it into meal, and made bread. 
 
     Famous people important to the history of Pascagoula are 
General Zachary Taylor, who built Pascagoula's first housing 
project; Admiral David Farragutt who, as a Union Navy Officer in 
1861, captured his hometown of Pascagoula; Andrew Jackson for 
whom the County was named; and Henry Wadsworth Longfellow who 
wrote "The Building of a Ship" at the Longfellow House, an 
antebellum home on Beach Boulevard, which is now a resort hotel. 
The home, formerly "Bellvue", was named after Longfellow. 
 
     ARTS AND ENTERTAINMENT 
 
     There are several Little Theater groups along the Gulf Coast 
and one right in Pascagoula (Pas-Point Little Theater on Market 
Street).  They welcome the participation of Navy personnel and 
families.  The Community Concerts Association usually presents 
four performances each season.  Check local newspapers for more 
information.  Outstanding performances in all entertainment media 
are presented throughout the year in both Mobile and Biloxi.  
Check the local newspaper, The Mississippi Press Register, for 
scheduled events.  Also, listed in the Sunday edition of this 
paper is an events calendar which will keep you informed of local 
art exhibits and cultural happenings.  Numerous movie theaters 
are located throughout the area.  Singing River Mall, for 
example, has nine separate theaters.

     Hurricane season runs from 01 June to 30 Nov. Hurricane 
evaluation information will be provided upon reporting to the 
command. All hands and thier families need to be familiar with 
hurricane prepardness. 
 
 
 
STATEWIDE INFORMATION 
 
 
     AUTOMOBILE TAGS 
 
     Tags are on sale at the office of the Tax Collector of 
Jackson County in Pascagoula.  Tags expire 12 months from the 
date of registration.  Tags must be purchased within 7 working 
days after a new automobile purchase.  Ad valorem, privilege, and 
municipal taxes must be paid at the same time.  Municipal taxes 
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are also payable to the Tax Collector.  Armed forces personnel 
stationed in Mississippi are not required to purchase a 
Mississippi tag or driver's license but, if they do purchase 
Mississippi tags, and are non-resident, they are exempt from ad 
valorem tax.  Non-residency certificates can be obtained from the 
Legal Service Office at Naval Station, Pascagoula.  You must 
provide a current LES to receive a certificate of non-residency.

     DRIVER'S LICENSE 
 
     Obtained by applying at the Mississippi Highway Patrol 
Driver's License Office on Shortcut Road in Pascagoula, just 
behind the Singing River Hospital.  Phone is 762-0463.  Both 
written and driving examinations are given Tuesday through Friday 
from 0700 to 1700.  Licensed out of state persons are required to 
take the written test only. 
 
     Examiners are on duty all day.  Applicants are advised to 
study the Highway Patrol Driver's Handbook prior to taking the 
test, as regulations may vary from state to state.  They are 
available locally at the Highway Patrol Office or by writing the 
Mississippi Department of Public Safety in Jackson, MS.  Minimum 
age limit is 15 years and applicants under 17 must have 
applications signed by both parents in the presence of a person 
authorized to administer the oath.  Original license applicants 
must have a birth certificate and a social security card.  New 
applicants must turn in a current out of state license or submit 
written letter of clearance if lost.  Non-resident military are 
not required to have a Mississippi driver's license.  Dependents 
must obtain a Mississippi drivers license within 60 days. 
 
 
     Motor Vehicle Inspection.  New residents must obtain a 
current Mississippi Inspection Sticker at the time a Mississippi 
license plate is purchased.  Qualified, approved garages make 
inspections. 
 
 
     MOTOR VEHICLE RESPONSIBILITY LAW 
 
     A written report must be made to the Mississippi Department 
of Public Safety with 10 days after every accident in which 
property damage is $100 or more, or in which a person is injured 
or killed.  Liability insurance is mandatory for all vehicles 
operated in the state. 
 
     DRUNK DRIVING 
 
     A DUI in the state of Mississippi is not only very 
expensive, but could also land you in jail and jeopardize your 
career in the Navy. 
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     PET LAWS 
 
     Mississippi state law requires that all dogs and cats 6 
months or older must be vaccinated annually against rabies. 
 
     BOAT REGISTRATION 
 
     Pick up an application for registration for your boat at the 
Tax Collector's office or local boat dealers. 
 
     MARRIAGE LAWS 
 
     A blood test is required (not over 30 days old).  There is a 
3-day waiting period from date of application.  Age limits are 15 
for girls, 17 for boys, with parent's consent; 20 without 
parent's consent.
